Tun Old Story.— Judge E M. Wells, of Mil 
waukee, died in that city on Thursday, in the 
51st year of his age The New* thus sums up his 
history : 

Judge Wells was a native of Vermont, and 
studied law in Burlington; from thence he came 
to this city in lb3C. His excellent legal attain 
ments, deep native shrewdness, and genial suav 
ity of manners, at once placed him at the head of 
the profession, and be was the ackaowledgea 
Inwyerof the day. In 1833, be was appointed by 
Gen. Dodge, then the Federal Governor of the 
Terrirory of Wisconsin, Attorney General. In 
this position, be acquitted himself with honor 
to himself, and won the uuiversal expressed ap 
approbation of those most int. rested in the office. 
The following year he was elocted to the Assem 
blyof the Territorial Legislature, from this city. 
He there became conspicuous as a ready debater 
and an expert parliamentarian. So highly was 
he esteemed by bis constituents, that he was pro 
moted in the year 1849 to the Slate Council 
then the highor branch or Senate of the Legls 
laiure. 

In the organization of the State government, 
he was a prominent participant. He oppose 
the first State Constitution, and through bis elo- 
quence on the stump — bis great logical powers 
— pungent satire — and thorough tactics — the Con 
stitutioii was defeated before the people, No 
single individual gained more honors in that 
memorable contest than Judge Wells. In 1847, 
he was elected Mayor of Milwaukee — being the 
second one of the city. In 1849, the people ot 
Milwaukee county testified to their appreciation 
of bis serviees by electing him County Judge, 
which position he held until 1854, adding uew 
laurels to his fame and gathering additional 
friends to an already swollen list. In the mean 
time, he had acquired an appetite for that insa 
liable bend of the human race — that infernal in 
vention of Satan to destroy the mind of man 
—Rum. 

Since then, hu course lias been dowward, until 
he who was the admired of all who knew him 
become a loathsome, dissolute and miserable sot 
dependent upon his former friends and peers fo. 
charity and sustenance, having lost the powers to 
support himself or the manhood to slay hisdebas 
ing career. All trace of him has been losi for the 
past few months, until yesterday, when some ot 
his associates of belter days, were informed that 
he was about dying. Immediate attention was 
given to his wauts; but too late. He expired 
soou a'ter.

From the apparent truth of all bis statements, 
aud fiom the iudispuiabie fact of his beiug ac 
quainted with mauy of the prominent men of 
Terre Haute, ludiaua, there seemed to be no 
doubt upon the raiuds of the large mas* ot our 
citizeus that the boy was tree. Aud hiscaptots 
were advised io looseu his shackles aud let him 
go. As they had no legal process to hold the 
boy, tbey were advised ibat, before tbey could 
proceed lunher, they must take him before a 
magistrate, or the commi-siouer, under the fu 
giuve slave la«,at this place, and investigate the 
lact of his being a lugilive. 
To all this wholesome advice the captors turned

We are truly falling into evil wars in the 
United States and it we contiuue in them much 
longer our nationality will he destroyed and the 
frame of our Government go to piece* The 
party in power seems determined to perpetuate 
isrule at any

To secure their leaae up 
on the public treasury tbey will scruple at noth- 
ing, but will violate Constitutions, and turn and 
dodge and squirm, regardless of what is due to 
consistency, to virtuous principles, or even to 
common decency. At one period in our history 
when it suited to catch the popular prejudice, all 
who did not vote and act with them were "Brit 
tab bought," or the advocates of letting into 
banking institutions in the United State* gold 
belonging to foreign-era owing no allegiance to 
their means amongst us, solely to 




in the case of their resisting the re 
of the United State? Bank. And now that 
foreign element so despised and so fought against 
in the pa-t is not onlv welcome here, but has be 
come the peculiailv devoted, essential, and neces 
aary element for the protection, preservation «nd 
perpetuitv of our republican institution*, — al- 
ways provided tbey play into the hands of the 
party which eo habitually toadies upon and flat- 
ters them. We know of no surer sign of this 
tendency to uproot all that savors of nationality 
than the Democratic doctrine as to the rights ol 
aliens to vote at our elections in the Territories 
and States. Did it ever enter into the minds of 
any of our people, save of the rec 
•rogues who will one year cry "down with a 
that has foreign stockholders in it," and the next 
year injure their lungs in singing hosannahs to 
the right of these same foreigners to come in 
person, with or without their gold, and help to 
rule our country, to reflect for a moment upon 
the rapid gait in which we arc progressing to ut- 
r er ruin as a nation? 

If the theory of the Democracy is correct, the 
preamble to the Constitution of the United 
State*, -we, the people of the Utiited States," 
I be amended by adding "and of all other 
kindred, and tongues" fat least so 
many at will assist in keeping the Democratic 
party in power,} "in order to form a more per 
feet Union, establish justice, &c. &c , and to 
secure the blessings of liberty (not to ourselves 
and our posterity} but to the honest and dishon 
e*t, the farmer, mechanic, thief and vagrant of 
all countries, do ordain and establish a Consti 
tution of the United State*." But has it not 
been taught always by the good and great men 
of ihi* country th.it our fathers framed a Con 
•titulioL for themselves and their posteri 
y, and such person* from other countiies 
as should become citizens of the United 
States in the way and form prescribed by that 
Constitution and the laws made in 

within the limits defined therein, is superior to 
the Constitutions o! the States, says that Coo 
press shall have the power to provide a uniform 
rule lor making ciiir us of the United States, is 
it not pUiu tbat no State, bv Constitution or 
laws, has the power to say that citizens shall be 
made in any other way ? 

Citizen-hip of the United States, either native 
or naturalized, was once regarded by its possessoi 
as a high and responsible right and privilege- 
shielded and protected by the mighty power ol 
the United States Now the dearest rights cou 
nected with this great honor can be acquired by 
one at the low price of a year'* 
ence in some couuty of some 
of the States, or an hour's residence in 
one of the Territories Truly we may be called 
«.n derision a great people when our doors are 
open to the jail emptyings of all 
Asia, (Africa, we believe, is not included,) and 
they can, on such easy terms, become as active 
as we are in the management of our Govern 
meat! The thought that we may have to stand 
at the place of vot'ng by the side of such citizen. 
It truly sickening, and tbe American citizen in 
v oluntarily recoils from the idea that his elective 
right, whether attained by tbe shedding of his 
ancestor's blood in the Revolution or granted by 
the laws of our country, is of no more value than 
the fiii months' residence of a man who has not 
>ff his allegiance to the Gov 
of his birth nor sworn that he would 
and support this Government or stand Ijy 
the native born and regularly naturalized citi- 
zens in doing so. Truly onr republican honors 
are more easily earned than the Red Ribbon of 
France or tbe Garter of England; and those act* 
of Congress w hich require a five years' residence 
after a sworn declaration of intention to become 
I citisen ha* been made, and proof by creditable 
witnesses that tbe applicant during that time has 
been attached t<) our form of Government and 
Is worthy of being admitted to citiseuship, have 
r>ecome the c«re sport and laughing stock of this 
fast age. 

The Constitution of the United States was 
made for the people of the United States resident 
therein at the time of its adoption, for their po9 
terin , and for such as should, after its adoption, 
become citizen.* in the wav and mode prescribed 
by the Congress of the United S tateb The tint 
paragraph of the act passed by Congress in 1H)2 
- in tbe«e words: "That any slien being a free 
» Li to person nvi v i,e admitted to become a citi 
.en of the United Suites, or of any of them, on the 
following conditions, and not otherwise"; then 
follow the conditions This is the act yet in 
lorce regulating naturalization, and it shows that 
the Congress of that day understood that when a 
man desired to become a citizen of the United 
Stale- , off any cm of them, he had to compl) 
with the conditions of that act. First, he bad to 
declare in some Court of Record hip intention to 
',eoome a citizen at least three rears before be 
could lake the final oath. Second, when hie 
three years of probation expired be had to show 
• o tbe satisfaction of the Court that he had re 
*ided in the Uniied States five years at least 
and in the St »te or Termory where he applied on. 
year at least; that during all that time he had 
behaved as a man of good moral character, war 
attached to the principles of the Constitution 01 
the United States, and was well disposed toward.. 



any and every 




Thirdly, after swearing to renounce all foreign 
allegiance and all titles of nobility, if he had any, 

ha became a cititen of the Uuited States. If 
the Constitution is the supreme law, and tbe act* 
of Congress made in pursuance thereof are bind 
ing, and if this power to providi 
ization of foreigners is given to 
pray how can a State make citii 

To look a little further into the spirit of the 
thing, let us ask, if the Constitution was made 
for those who were people of tbe Uuited States at 
the time of its adoption, for their posterity , and for 
such as should thereafter become citizens in the 
way and manner prescribed by the Congress of the 
Uuited States, bow it can bo made to protect, 
shield, or apply to any person claiming citizen 
ship other than through its requirements? To 
say that a citizen can be made in any other way 
is absurd. To say that a State can make a cit 
teen or confer on an alien the rights of a citizen 
is to say that the authority of the State over 
the subject is equal to, if not greater than that of 
the United States; and it is. equivalent to con 
tending that a State may extend rights to an 
alien which the United States cannot extend. 

To establish our position that the framers of 
the Constitution meant that citizens were only to 
be made by the way prescribed by the Congress 
of the United States, and that none other than 
those should be electors for federal officers, it is 
only necessary to go back and give application 
to that instrument itself. When it took effect, 
all who had taken part in the Revolution or re 
mained behind to become citiiens and took part 
in framing the Governments, State and Nation- 
al, were counted citizens. They constituted el ee 
tors for the States and for the United States — 
Those afterwards coming in from other countries 
wore to be made citizens of the United States 
and, consequently, entitled to all the privileges 
and immunities of citizens in the several State* 
in which they might settle, by virtue of beiug 
naturalized according to the laws of Congress — 
The Constitution begins almost in conferring 
power wirh the declaration that members of the 
House of Representatives should be chosen even 
second year by the people of the several States, 
and that elector* in each State should have the 
qualifications requisite for the most numerous 
branch of the Slate Legislature. Now, who 
were the electors when the Constitution took ef 
feet 1 They were all citizens of the United 
States; and were so declared to be by the Con- 
stitution itself, as it embraced all of tbe people 
of the several States who adhered to our fortune* 
and hud adopted this as their own country, and 
accepted the Constitution of the Uuited State* 
w ilhouf any lorm il or other uatutaliz rtion. Then 
this Constitution coming in and providing out 
only way of making citizen*, the States had uo 
ight to make electors out of any others than cit 
lens at the adoption of the Constitution and 
ali us regularly naturalized in pursuance thereof 
after its adoption. Any other idea would pre 
sent the strange and inconsistent anomaly of 
having a Constitution made by and tor the peo 
pie of the Uniied States and their posterity, and 
yet carried forward, couducted and managed, in 
part at least, bv persous resident in the States 
jet owing allegiance M a loreign country. 

The idea that the framers of the Constitution 
utended tbat electors for federal officers might 
■e alien- and continue so for life, and yet pro* i 
ded that no one should be a Representative loi 
two years, or oue term, in Cougress, unless he 
had been for at least seven years a citiren of the 
Uuited Slates at the time of his election, is pre 
posierous. It this Democratic theory is correct 
then, according to the 1st aud 2d paragraphs o. 
•we. 2 of the Constitution, an entire Di-trict oi 
electors might be aliens merely resident in a 
Mate whose laws, il laws tbey can be called, in 
violation of the spirit if not the letter of Ike 
Constitution of the United Si tes, allow them t. 
vote, cati elect a Representative to Congress 
provided the select one has been seven years a 
citizen of the United States. No one can ben 
Senator in Congress until he has been nin< 
tears a ciiii- n of the United States but be ma\ 
t>e elected, however, according to modern De 
inocratic doctrine, by a Legislature of foreigners, 
alien born, never having been naturalized, if a 
Democratic State may have chosen to declare 
ihat unnaturalized residents may be elected to 
the Legislature of such State; and that unnatu 
ralized Legislature may be elected by residents 
of tbe State, never naturalized and owing no al 
legiance to the United States. We tbe people 
of the United States have made a pretty Govern 
ment, indeed, when aliens may vote, may be 
elected to the Legislature, may elect members 
of and Senators in Congress — yes, even the Pres 
ideni and Vice President! Then let Brigham 
Young alone, loi his infernal system is just as 
good and will probably last as long as our Union 
controled as it will be by the hordes of for eign- 
ers constantly pouring in upon us. 

The qualifications required by the Constitution 
of the United State* as to citizenship in express 
language are: 1st, as before stated, no person 
shall be eligible to be a Representative in Con- 
gress unless he had been, at the adoption of tbe 
Constitution and at all elections thereafter, 
seven years a citizen of the United State* 
before the election, and is an inhabitant of the 
State in which he shall be chosen, id, uo per 
son sh:ill be eligible to the office of Senator an 
less he has been nine years a cltiien of the Uui 
led States before his election, and at the time of 
his election bean inhabitsntof tb< 
elected 3d, no person except a 
citizen or a citi/en at the adoptiou of the Con 
stilution shall be eligible to the office of Presi 
dent or Vice Presi. lent. The foregoing are all 
the officer* the length and character of whoso cit- 
izenship are expressly named. What would be 
•bought of the appointment of Judges of the 
Court* of the United States, ambassadors, and 
other public officers, from amongst aliens or 
such as had been m«de citizens of a State by 
State actiou'' If such appointments were made, 
according to the idea that a State may make 
citizen*, persons who had never sworn allegiance 
to the United State*, might represent us in all 
tbe various office* except the four containing the 
express requirements of citizenship, even in all 
the important position* of Judges of the Su- 
preme Court, offices held for life. 

Let u but reject the idea that the Constitution 
was made for the people of tbe United States 
iud lor such us might be admitted to oitixenshlp 
x the mode provided by Congress for naturalise 
'ion— Indulge the practice tbat it does not require 
citisenshlp to make voters, but that mere tern* 
porary residence is all that Is necessary, and we 
are in the broad way that lead* to our destruc 
• ton as a nation.

C?"Wefiud the following tribute to tho memo, 
rv of Matthew T. Scott, a sincerely loved nud 
hiiihh venerated citizen of Lexington, in the 
06««rrer tc Reporter It is an extract from u 
funeral sermon by Rev R. O Brank: 

••Matthew T Scott was a native of Pennsvl 
vania. but at au very early age came to Kentucky, 
ind in the year 181(1 to the city ot Lexlu^toii. 
where he has since resided. For the last fifi\ 
vears he has been connected wiih some oue or 
other of the banking; instiiutions of oar State, 
tnd at ihe time ot his death was President ot 
the Northern Bank For such a place no man 
waa better fitted. His thorough knowledge oi 
ihe whole i>ui>ject ot nuance, his sound practical 
udgment and strict integrity eminently qualtffd 
him lo discharge the duties of so iesp<>iiBible a 
station; muiI il i-, perhaps, not too mu< L to say 
that his iuflueiiee more ihni that of anv oth i 
man ha* been effectual in shaping ihe b.tnkiti. 
nolicy and maintaining the imuniliiess of the cur 
iency ol the Staie. But il is A>t in tbat depart 
ment alone thai bis worth is to be estimated. In 
all the relations ol liie, domestic and social, a* 
well as business, Mr. Scott was distinguished b\ 
iiie most exemplary virtuer. He was a devoieii 
Husband, a lender aud aff. ctionale f ither, n kiiei 
• nd considerate master, a lailhful and obliging 
iriend. au houest mau and a consistent chrutl an 
I he prevailing characteristic ol his liie.peih ij> 
•sj his perieci integrity ; the so veieign rule oi 
principle ol his soul; ihe instinctive recoil of his 
uatuiw fiom everything that had the look of lit 
ileness or meanness; the strength of will, the 
firmness of purpose with which he adhered upon 
all occasions aud under all circumstance to what 
he conceived to be the true aud the right. In 
this respect he was unyielding to the last. He 
would make uo compromise with dishonor, he 
would make no concession of principle; it was 
valued above every other consideration, dearer 
than life itself. For nearly a half caniury a resi 
dent of this city, occupying a public position, 
brought into contact witu all classes of men, he 
has lived so as to command the confidence and 
affection of the entire community, and dying, to 
leave behind him a name which is a synonym for 
truth and virtue and all that is pure and excel 
lent in man. Such language, ordinarily, I ad 
mit, would be vain and empty panegyric. There 
are but few men of whom it could be spoken in 
truth; but, in saying so much of him I feel sure 
that I do not exceed the truth, that I do not 
transcend the strictest propriety, but am onlv 
giving expression to that just appreciation o"t 
the man and of his virtues, which is iu the heart 
and upon the lips of all who knew him. 

"Mr. Scott united with the 1st Presbyterian 
church of this city during the great revival oi 
Ip-28; he afterwards transferred his membership 
to the 2d Presbetcrian church, in whose commu 
nion he has since lived and died. As a chris 
tiau, his piety was never lorward or conspicuous, 
(too little so, perhaps,; but rather of the modest 
aud contemplative ivpe which shrink from the 
observation of tbe public, and prefers to exercise 
iu la'uh and cherish its hope in seclusion and 
retirement. Indeed, modesty was one of the 
prominent and most beautiful traits of his charac 
ter, for while he was prompt aud fearless in the 
utterance of every opinion and the discharge ot 
every duty which his station or . ircumstaces re 
quired ol him, he was obtrusive in nothing. He 
-ecnied ol all men to be the least conscious of the 
high regard in which he was held, shrinking wiih 
unaffected diffidence from the praises of men 
which wore ouly equalled by his eminent desert- 
No man, however, took a deeper interest in the 
prosperity of the church; no man waited more 
punctually and promptly upon the ordiancea of 
God's house, no man gave more earnest and de 
lighted attention to the preaching of the cross 
Other subjects might fail to interest him— this 
never did He never grew weary of hearing of 
Christ He was an ardent lover of the church of 
his cholse, and a large and cheerful contribute to 
all her Oeoevoleni enterorises But to ray mind 
the most striking feature of his christian char- 
icter was his btrong and simple faith in the word 
of God. He had no doubts, uo misgivings, as to 
its truth. He rested with absolute, undoubted 
confidence upon the promises of Jehovah. He 
trusted with all tbe ea«e and beautiful simplicity 
of a little child iu the gr.ice and riahteoushe^s of 
the Redeemer. Like Abraham, be ilterallv be 
lieved God. His talth stiggeied al nothing, 
however difficult or mysterious, which he found 
in the scriptures. And it was this faith which, 
dwelling like a victorious, all conquering power 
iu hi* soul enabled him to preserve so lung and 
so perfectly his chrstian integrity, and at last 
when the critical hour came to die, without fe*r, 
resigning h-s soul in perfect confidence and a good 
hope through grace info the hands of bis Heav 
ealy Father.
